materially different apparatus such as a dispenser that does not require the syrup 
container to be located within the housing. 

3. Inventions III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination.

In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility 
such as a dispenser without the heat exchanger. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions V and VI are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination.
